The triad during the second week of February 
ended with a heated argument over the plaintiffs' 1 
demand for more documents relating to COINTELPRO 
programs directed specifically against Fred Hampton 
including tapes and logs of phone, taps on the BPP 
office and Hampton's apartment.

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GAS SHORTAGE EVAPORATES 

NEW YORK (DSS/LNS) — Sure enough, once the Fede 
Fewer Commission allowed natural gas producers to 
tempura lily raise' prices, the eight-state natural 
gas shortage predicted for this winter failed to 
appear , 

Energy companies with wells in Texas, Louisian 
and Oklahoma bad been holding gas off the regulated 
interstate market i n order to sell it on the unreg- 
ulated markers in the producing states. 

When che FPC agreed to allow unregulated "emer 
gency" interstate sales, six companies came up with 
32 billion cubic feet of gas, which they have sold 
at 3H average price cf $2 C 6? per thousand cubic 
feet, as compared to the regulated price cf $1,00.

HOUSE INTELLIGENCE REPORT LEAKED: 

DOCUMENTS CIA ACTIVITY 

NEW YORK (INS) — After almost a year of 
hearings on the United States intelligence ser- 
vices, the House Select Committee on Intelli- 
gence (also known as the Pike Committee) , con- 
cluded its work with a 338-page report. 

Though the committee wanted to make the 
report public, after a high pressure campaign 
by Secretary of State Henry Kissinger against 
its release, the Ho-^se as a whole voted to 
ketp the committee's report secret. Excerpts 
were finally published m the February 16 issue 
ot New York’s Village Voice however, after CBS 
reporter Daniel Schorr released a copy of the 
report to the newspaper - 

The Pike C ommi tree's report emphasized a 
intern that intelligence agencies often failed 
r : provide effective intelligence m times of 
U S c foreign policy crises As examples* the 
,ommittee cited the i allure of the CIA to pre- 
dict the 1968 Tec offensive during the Viet 
Nam war , as well as five other intelligence 
r allures: the 1968 Soviet invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia, the 1973 Mid-East war, the April, 

19 coup m Portugal, India 1 s first atomic 
explosion, and the ±974 coup in Cyprus, 

One witness before the committee testi- 
i led that: "These problems (of poor intelli- 
gence) must be addressed before the U.S. becomes 
involved m any tot ere crisis in the Third 
World that requires objective and timely intel- 
ligence analysis " 

The committee directed its sharpest crit- 
ic sm at Henry Kissinger - According to the tom- 
putxee , the Cl A has not been a "rogue elephant" 
--as the Senate m: diligence committee had char- 
acterized it, but rather has been "utterly res- 
ponsive" to the president and Kissinger, often 
tarrying out cover: cperations after the insis- 
tence of Kissinger 

The committee disc- accused Kissinger of 
withoiding irom intelligence agencies and 
other government officials, intelligence relat- 
ing to the current SAL I negotiations. As a re- 
sult ot attacks from his critics over his pol- 
icies and e t tecti veness , Kissinger is now in 
his weakest position since he entered the govern- 
ment in 196B 

FINANCING and COVERT ACTIVITIES 

More useful than the Committee's conlusion 
on the effectiveness cf the intelligence agenc- 
ies however , were certain revelations on fin- 
ancing and covert activities, 

The Pike report asserted that although the 
official intelligence budget presented to Con- 
gress is around $3 billion, in reality the fig- 
ure is closer to $10 billion — possibibly even 

higher , 
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The ccmmitt.es said the chief method used 
to hide the true cost of intelligence . is by 
hiding intelligence expenditures in ocher por- 
tions of the federal budget. In addition* the 
cost of certain, operations are often grossly 
undervalued* the committee said. For example,

The committee was also critical of bud- 
get control within the intelligence services 0

financial support, was given Iv incumbent party 
leaders and heads cf state. One Third World 
leader received $960*000 ever a I c-year period. 
Others were finaoially supported for ever a 
decade „ 

The r o 1 a o f the C i A i a s up pert in g anti- 
c ommun i s c c a c i a daces i a I \ a I y was a xami n e d in 
depth. According to the report* over $75 million 
was secretely fence led to Italy since 1948 to 
lnnuen c £ the elec r c c. i t h ere 0 

i n cf u 1 9 '• ' 2 I ■; a’l la u p ar 1 1 am en t a ry elec- 
tions, $10 million was given in : untribut lens 
to political parties, affiliated organizations* 
and 21 individual candidates <, This action was 
initiated by U.S, ambassador to Italy, Graham 
Martin, t_v prevent a possible Communist victory 
at the polls. In chat election the CIA also 
financed a i a* cist propaganda campaign* with 
Martin insisting that the "important thing is 
cc demonstrate solidarity m the long pull." 

Some 29 pet cent, ci the Forty Committee- 
approved covert actions were for media and 
propaganda proieccs. These activities included 
support of friendly media (most notably anti- 
communist papers in Chile)* insertion ci arti- 
cles into che local press, and distribution cf 
books and leaflets. The largest single recip- 
ient of funds was a European publishing house 
funded since 1951, 

Until it was exposed by the Washington 
Star-News in 1973 ; the CIA maintained planted 
agents 5s 1 fu.tl-cime foreign correspondents for 
major U.S* publications, who both wrote news

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A'JLU STILL LOOKING FOR MA^ DAY ARREST VICTIMS; 

DEADLINE FOR CLAIMING DAMAGES SOON TO EXPIRE 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The American Civil Liberaties 
Union of the National Capitol Area is uring organi- 
zations across the country to help the ACLU find 
the mere than 500 people illegally arrested in 
Washington DC on May 5, 1971. 

The ’’Mayveek 500” are among 1318 persons enti- 
tled to damages of up to $10,000 awarded by a jury 
xast January- Those affected by this case are urged 
to act quickly since a court imposed deadline for 
claiming the money expires this spring. 

During the week of May Day, 1971, Washington 
DC police v acting under orders from the Nixon Ad- 
ministration, arrested over 14,000 people for par- 
tic: pacing in anti-war protests. Police Chief Jerry 
Wilson admitted that 60? of the people arrested 
were innocent bystanders. But a prosecutor’s testi- 
mony indicated chat 90% is closer to the mark. Only 
one percent were ever convicted by the courts 

Arrestees were herded into buses, packed up 
to 20 In a two-person cell, and crammed by the 
tbojsands into huge sports arenas serving as temporar 
prison camps Victims were held in unsanitary con- 
dll ions, without notice of charge, medical services, 
adequate toed or blankets, or access to telephones, 
family ur counsel. All were photographed, finger- 
printed ind made subject to arrest records.

The ACLU suit was brought on behalf of repre- 
sentative Ronald DeLlums (D-CA.) and each of the 
j 31 8 people arrested while listening to his speech 
cn the Capitol steps on May 5, 1971. 

The jury awarded total damages of approximately 
$12 million, giving each person up to $10,000 de- 
pending cn the length of time he or she was illegal- 
ly detained. The government has appealed the verdict.

NEW YORK (LNS)— Several Harlan County Kentucky 
women have charged three area mining companies with 
sex discrimination. The women are also charging 
that the compan3.es — International Harvester's 
Wisconsin Steel Works Division Mine (Harlan County), 
United States Steel's Lynch Mine, and South East 
Coal — follow a "pattern and practice" cf refusing 
to hire women as miners. 

The women, Melva Scrong, Joanne Gist, Cindy 
Williams and Deborah J. Hall, have been trying to 
get hired <*: mines for ;ve r a year and have been

Joanne Gist, a black woman, is charging dis- 
crimination because Un-'.cd vmo: Steel also 
refused her a clerical, po.-icion.

A San Francisco area store that introduced scanners 
was picketed by the Retail Clerks International 
Association, as well as by local consumer groups. 

Despite lobbying by the Retail Clerks, Con- 
sumer Federation of America and other groups, how- 
ever, industry pressure has defeated bills in the 
Maryland, Virginia and Illinois legislatures re- 
quiring individual item pricing. 

The automated store will be spreading far be- 
yond the supermarket. The black-line code was set 
up to handle much mote than groceries. Automation 
will be a bonanza for National Cash Register, IBM 
and the other companies that make the machines, 
as well as for the stores. But there's no advantage 
to ir. for customers, and a big loss of jobs for 
retail workers.

The corami t tee found that 23 per cent of the 
covert act ions approved by the Forty Committee 
were for covert military actions. These fell in four 
categories : secret armies; financial support to 
groups engaged in hostilities; paramilitary train- 
ing and advisors; and shipment of arms, ammunition 
aad other military equipment. 

These covert actions, according to the committe< 
were usually ordered by individuals outside the CIA 
— usually by those responsible for the government's 
foreign policy (most notably Kissinger), 

The report stated that: "Many of these programs 
were summarily ordered, over CIA objections. CIA 
misgivings, however, were at times weakly expressed, 
as the CIA is afflicted with a v can do* attitude,,"

To a computer cash register, these 
lines spell “Nabisco Shredded Wheat.” 
The computer reads the widths of the 
lines and the spaces as a 12 digit 
number. Purely for the convenience of 
humans, 11 of the digits are also 
written numerically. 

The first digit tells the product 
type: 0 for grocery. When the 
code expands to other types of stores, 
3 will mean drugs and health aids, 8 
will mean liquor. The next five digits 
are the manufacturer: 13130 is Nabis- 
co. Then come five digits for the 
product: 00002, for Nabisco, is a 12- 
oiscuit box of shredded wheat. 

The last digit in the black lines (not 
printed numerically) is a check digit 
which must relate to the other 11 
digits according to a complex formula. 
This allows the computer to catch 
anyone putting fake labels on pack- 
ages, unless they use exact replicas of 
all the lines on the labels of lower- 
priced products.
